The plan worked; it js still 
working—and #0, are the Bel- 
gians. They arc: working hard 
because they can use.the moncy 
fo buy delicious. meals, nylons 
for their wives; presents for 
their girl friends.‘ 

‘But to get the money they 
have to work hard. They need 
lots of money, but instead of 
sitting down and striking for 
higher pay like so many work- 
ers elaewhere, they just pitch 
in and work harder. 

Officially there is a 48-hour 
week here, but the average is 
60 hours, and. many work 65, 
60, or G6 hours. By 8 a.m. the 
nation is humming—factory 
and industrial workers, clerks, 
typists (yes, and bosser)' are on 
the job. 

At 5.55 p.m. the nation is 
still humming, on Saturdays, 
too. And while the “privileg- 
ed” Civil Servants are not at 
their desks until) 9 am. (top 
men’ as well as clerks und 
typfuts) and knocks off at 6 
p.m, the majority do other jobs 
on the side in the evening. 

In proportion to population, 
the Belgians are managed by 
just over half as many Civil 
Servanta as Britons need today. 

I made a special check on the 
industrial habits of the Belgian 
bosses, In factorics, works, 
and stores most of them are on 
the job five minutes before the 
first’ workers, and they stay un- 
til the last one ‘has left. They 
give a lead. , 

Now let's dig a little deeper 
into the Belgian way of life.

“The Entering-in of Hamath” was the traditional pass from Syria into Palestine when the Tribe of Dan took up their residence by the head, waters of the Jordan. 


There Is no loveller place in all 
Middle East than the upper part of 
‘the Jordan valley in the spring. It 
is the only place I know in that arid, 
heart-breaking battleground between 
man and sun and sand, In which 
there .{s any breath of gentleness, 
Renan, in his “Life of Jesus,” says 
that Jesus, though he came from 
Nazareth, was always more at home 
in the Galilee fishing-villages. For 
Nazareth is a hill town, bare, stony, 
harsh, abrupt; but the foothills which 


fall from the west to the shore of. 


Galilee, only a day’s walk from 
Nazareth are suave, gentle and green 
.{n season—the right background for 
a gospel of peace. 

I sat by the lakeside at Tiberias— 
untidy village with two thousand 
years of history behind it and a pro- 
mising future as a watering place— 
and looked over. the water to Mount 
Hermon, snowcapped in April, rising 

. -t+head and shoulders over the north- 
-ern foothills, ‘Hermon dominates the 
upper Jordan, and deservedly; for to- 
the summerlong melting of his snows 
the . river owes its perpetual flow. 
Without the 9,000 feet of Hermon, 
Jordan might be no more than a 
barren, wadl, a torrent for a week of 
the year, a string of brackish pools 
for a month or two, then dry banks 
and sandy bed. But the great moun- 
tain deals out his bounty thriftily, 
and is rewarded by a green torecourt 
to his majesty. His aspect from this 
side fs not unlike that of Skiddaw, 
seen from Borrowdale over Derwent- 
Water. 


From Tiberias, I could see.a mark-" 

‘ed distinction between the eastern 

and the western sides of the valley. 
The grace fs all on the western side. 
These hills fall In grassy curves to 
the water's edge: they have shape- 
_ ness and variety; a dark crag lowers 
‘over Magdala (Mary Magdalen’s 
. Village); a grove of trees flecks the 
shoreline where Andrew and Simon 
Peter kept their boat. On the eastern 
side (8yria to the north. Trans-Jor- 
dania further south) the hills are 
forlorn and featureless, as if the de- 
, ° Sert had ‘spilled over into the valley. 
: The lower ground slopes tamely to 
: the lake; Gadara was on that bank, 
. and I am troubled to know. where the 
swine . found a steep place to run 
Gown, 0: oo: 

In the trough of the valley it is 
green all the year round. But the 
grass on the hillsides hardly outlives 
May. ._Tha-winter rains beget it; in 
the summer sun, it perishes. “In the

morning, it Is green and groweth up; 
in the evening it Is withered and cut 
down.” But while the lush spring 
Jasts, I have seen nothing like it. It 
ts a green shot through with all the 
colours of the floral palette. There 
are great yellow Michaelmas daisies 
so profuse that, at a Ittle distance, 
they make islands of yellow in the 
green setting. A-blue flower like a 
Canterbury bell competes with the 
daisies. As you come closer, these 
long-distance effects yleld to the in- 
tenser colour of the smaller flowers— 
the plercing blue.of the gentians, 
popples in passiqnate scarlet, wild 
tulips, anemones, three or four bril- 
Nant vetches, asphodel One can 
hardly step from the path without 
trampling down a flower, and in the 
Middle East, to tread on a flower 
feels like dropping pearls down a 
gutter. - - 


_ The high road climbs the hill be- 
yond Magdala, making for Rosh Pin- 
nah and the Syrian frontier and 
leaves on its right a hillock which 
makes a promontory into the lake. 


“This is, by tradition, the Mount of 


the Beatitudes (“Blessed are the eae 
in splrit"—I think Jesus meant those 
who prefer in their hearts to be poor 
because. they do not care to be rich; 
not what we now mean by ‘ r- 
spirited.”) On this, the Italians built, 
before the war, a small domed cha- 
pel, and a hostel for pilgrims; it is 
served by Italian nuns. : 


From‘the chapel, a rough path, 


slants dowh the hillside to Caper- 


naum, and then follows the shore to 
where the Jordan flows into the lake. 
The river here’ is_a clear placid -; 
stream, perhaps thirty or forty feet 
across, flowing through green mea- 
dows. At the confluence, on the west 
side, is an Arab village—fifty or sixty 
dwellings, tents of black goatskin, 
sometimes reinforced with a buttress 
of sods or by.a screen of matted 
reeds. It 1s a more or less perman- 
ent. village, for there is water all the 
year, but it still looks like an en-- 
campment of nomads — all but the 
house of the head man of the village, 
a’ wooden hut, like an army hut, with 


two rooms and (this shook me a lit- 
tle) the telephone laid on. His name 

Khoury. We called on him 
{I was walking with the local police 
officer) and‘ found him settling ac- 
counts with his fishermen. 


As we talked, three wildly-clad 
horsemen with carbines on their 
shoulders trotted along the opposite 
bank.

Then in 1928, by pure chance, Dr. 
Alexander Fleming (now Sir Alexan- 
der) in his laboratury at St. Mary’s 
Hospital 4n - London, hatched a 
on one side of a 
laboratory plate. It was a fascinat- 
ing mould. In a most pecullar fash-. 
fon the colonies of bacteria in the 
region of this mould had disappear- 
ed. It’ was a green-blue mould— 
Penicillium notatum—and it was 
destined to become the producer of 
the wonder drug penicillin. 

This drug may yet fulfil the 
dreams and hopes of generations of 
scientists. The fundamental facts 
about peniciilin are firmly esta- 
biished but, as Dr. Sokoloff points 
out, there are many important ques- 
tions still unanswered. He goes on to 
give a detailed, non-technical ac- 
count of the imfections which peui- 
cillin -will cure and how it cures; he 
provides a vast amount of factual 
niformation about every aspect of 
penicillin and ‘its use, designed to 
give the reader an intelligent under- 
standing of a medical miracle which 
has captured the imagination of the 
world. ,

“Assault Division”............ what an 
appropriate title for the story of the 
3rd_British Infantry Division from 
its landing on the Normandy coast at 
Queen Bach to its capture of city of 
Bremen and the German surrender 
11 months later. After being selected 
as one of the five Allled divisions for 
the assault on Germany's Atlantic 
Wall, the 3rd Division fought with 
outstanding gallantry in the three 
battles named by General Eisenhower 
as the most decisive in the campaign 
Bidcssatties the Normandy Beaches. the 
Falatse Pocket and the February and 
March battles waged between the 
Rivers Meuse and Rhine. None, 
therefore. should dispute its designa- 
tion by the historian. 


Norman Scarfe is particularly well 
qualified to compile a detailed and 
authentic record of the Division's dis- 


tinguished role in the North-West 


Europe campaign. From the summer 
days in 1943 when the “3rd” went in- 
ta training on the damp moorlands 
tound the Solway Firth, Scarfe served 
as Gunner Officer with a Field Regi- 
ment. :

Little over a year ago the 50th 
anniversary, of the first showing of 
films was celebrated all over the 
world. Today, Britain celebrates an- 
other noteworthy jubilee—the 50th. 
anniversary of the oldest film stud_ss 
in the world, still in continuous film 
production. These are the Nettle- 
fold Studios at Walton-on-Thames, 
a lovely little place near London, 
where films are still being made. 

The birth of Nettlefold Studios 


‘was the purchase by Cecil Hepworth. 


one of the world's pioneers of the 
cinema, of a smali*house called “The 
Rosary”. That was in 1897. From 
the moment when Hepworth, with 
his assistants, fitted the house with 
dark-rooms, ‘printing-sinks and 
officers, as well as living quarters, 
British film production was born. 
At that time short films about 50- 
feet long were taken by Hepworth, 
mainly on :fairgrounds, at horse- 
shows, military tattoos and other 
spectacular functions. These intro- 


-@uced an incredulous public to the 


magic of moving pictures. The first 
star to appear at Nettlefold Studins 
was a collie dog, Raver, which soon 
became very popular.

“FILMING BY GASLIGHT 


As film ‘production became more 
ambitious and film 
vanced, Cecil Hepworth, extended the 
original house and 4 glass-roofed 
studio was built over his: processing 
plant. AS a rule shooting was done 
during daylight, assisted by gaslight, 
but occasionally shooting would have 
to- be done auring the eVenings. 


Then’ neighbouring residents cou- | 


plained that, because of the gas used 
vy the studios, tneir ‘cookers had 
aropped to less than half pressure 

Feople who (ived in. the vicinity 


- Of the studios in those days ‘were 


olten called upon to take a part in 
a tilm. Protessional actors were 
Tecruited from among local residents. 
yet no problem was too difficult to 
be tackled in those early days, and 
it was not long before Cecil Hep- 
worth began experimenting with 
sound. Atter first roughiy Up 
synchronising his actors to gramo- 
pnone recoras, he progressed to pro- 
ducing sound features, in whicn a 
character playing a dual role could 
hold a conversation with nimsel. 
Soon he developed the Vivaphone 
sound system, the forerunner of the 
present-day talkie. The first sound 
iilms made in Britain were pro- 
duced at the Nettlefold Studios. 
. Cecil Hepworth was also.the first 
to show how to build up film stars. 
Some of the best-known American 
as well as British stars began their 
careers in his films, Among those 
who were featured players in his 
company are Ronald Colman, Glatiys 
Cooper, Clive Brook and John Loder. 
As tilm production Decamie mote 
to - a8 
large industry, Nettlefold Studios had 
to be extended, and modernised from 
time to time. Its largest stage, 
which is still being used as the main 
Stage, was built in 1937. During 
Worki War II feature film produc- 
tion had to be given up, The staff 
turned to making technical and 
training films, while the studio itself 
was converted into an auxiliary air- 
craft factory. About two years ago 
the studio returned to its original 
use, its technicians came back and 
since then not a single day’s produc- 
tion has been lost.
